Hardy primulas comprise one of the most colorful and downright 
beautiful perennial flower families you can grow. Their adaptability 
to many locations and purposes—under trees, in the perennial border, 
naturalized in woodland, or in the rock garden—their long succession 
of blooms, from one strain to another through the season, and their 
masses of blooms in a whole kaleidoscope of colors make them be- 
loved by everyone who grows them. 


In moderate climates you can have bloom the year 
around; in severe climates the hardy Siberian and Alpine 
strains are well-nigh indestructible. Grow both the Euro- 
pean and the Asiatic species. Don't be content with the 
familiar Polyanthus alone! 


POLYANTHUS PRIMULAS 


POLVANTHUS COLOSSAL, MIXED 


Our strain of this famous primrose is designed for American pref- 
erence, and unlike imported strains, it places heavy emphasis on 
earliness, diversity of colors, and impressive size of flowers. The 
years we have invested in this Icbor of love are clearly visible 
when you compare these beauties with any primroses you have 
ever seen. 


The massive flower umbels are carried on 10 to 12 inch stems, well 
above the lush green foliage. Individual florets measure from 12 
to 2 inches across. The color sequence is wide and varied, with many 
unusual shades. These include white, yellow, red, pink, lavender 
peach, salmon, rose, blue, gold, henna, tile shades, burgundy, 
fuchsia, and violet. Can you imagine a more completely satisfactory 
array of color? 


w these are hardy, outdoor primulas, but they make superb 
potted plants, too. Use them in window boxes or in your 
lath house. The clusters of flowers make wonderful cor- 
sages, and delightful small bouquets or nosegays. Sepa- 
rate shades are offered on the next page.

AURICULA PRIMULA 


An exceedingly hardy primula, second only to the 
Polyanthus in popularity. Choose a location where the 
plants will receive some shade, provide good drainage, 
and if your soil is on the acid side, add lime. Auricula is 
at home in your rock gorden, or on a north slope, for it 
comes from the mountain heights where rock and snow 
are its chosen habitat. 

The plonts bloom from April until June, and again in 
the fall. The thick, fleshy stems and large clusters of 
flowers spring from neat rosettes of thick gray-green

AURICULA LARGE FLOWERED MIXED 


Colors in this mixture include yellow, light brown, blue, 
henna, plum, purple, rose, pastel tones, and some 
brassy-green shades. Very long-lasting either in the 
yarden or as cut flowers.

By selections we mean field selections of superbly 
beautiful pasiel colors from the Colossal strain, the 
harvesting of seed from these choice plants, and 
the painstaking hand pollination of thousands of 
blooms of this gentle-colored group to add a host ot 
shades to the mixture. Here you will find pink, 
lavender, peach, apricot, salmon, rose, lilac, end 
mony soft two-tone flowers of infinite variations.

POLYANTHUS BLUE SHADES 


Rigorous selection has practically freed ihis strain 
from magenta, leaving a lovely range from forget- 
me-not th-ough medium and sapphire to darkest 
blue. To obtain richest blue colors, grow these plants 
in acid soil, or use an acid fertilizer. Provide partial 
shade. Seed is very short this year. Please indicate 
a second choice. Pkt. (200 seeds) $2.50. 


POLYANTHUS WHITE 


Carefully selected pure white from the Colossal 
polyanthus strain. Combine this white primula with 
the blue Ullswater or pink Blumlisalp pansies for 
striking and effective contrast.

Asiatic PRIMULAS 


From the many Asiatics we have tested in our own 
trials, we have chosen only those which fulfilled two 
conditions: They had to be surpassingly beautiful, 
and they had to be easy to grow. 


CANDELABRA PRIMULAS 


This group is characterized by the successive 
whorls of flowers appearing on tall stems. Their 
general oppearance is shown by the illusiration of 
Bulleyana Hybrids. 


BULLEYANA HYBRIDS 


Tight clusters of terra cotta buds are followed by 
as many as seven successive whorls of yellow, 
buff, apricot, or buznt orange flowers, with continu- 
ing bloom as the flower stalk lengthens. Pkt. $1.00. 


ASTHORE HYBRIDS 


Similar to Bulleyana Hybrids, but with taller stems, 
and a series of sh=des of pink, rose, lilac, buff and 
apricot. Pkt. $1.00. 


HELODOXA 


A very fine, bright yellow candelabra. Flower 
stems grow about 2 feet tcll, and the beautiful 
foliage is evergreen. Pkt. $1.00. 


JAPONICA 


Especially useful where a sequence of shades is 
desired.
